TAKING THE SOUTHER* HO1ITE. 


The San Francisco Bulletin has a long 


article on the overland export trade lor 
March. Daring that month 1,138 oars 
were loaded With freight at San Fran- 
cisco and interior points in the State (or 
the East, 
It IB worthy of note that 


most of these ears took the southern 
route through Arizona. The number of 
pounds shipped by the southern route 
was 17,190,600 as against 5,574,900 by 
the Central Pacific. 


The through route by way of Arizona 


and New Mexico has now been open for 
About a year. The connection between 
tie Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
and the Atohisou, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad Company was made at Dem- 
ing, New Mexico, March, 1881. Since 
then there hare been two through lines 
between S»n Franoisco and New York. 
Other connections are now being made. 
For the first few months, very little 
freight took the southern route, and no 
classification for the press was made in 
the reports until September, 1831, and 
then it was in response to a request 
.from the Bulletin office. The diversion 
•of freight in favor of the southern route 
has been notable, as will be seen by the 
following reference to the 
monthly 


totals after the classification was ob- 
served:

'JThe conditions have beeii practically 


reversed during the above interval. Last 
month nearly as much freight was sent 
by the Southern Pacific as was sent by 
the Central Pacific last September, 
while the traffic by the Central Pacific 
was reduced to the proportions of the 
Southern Pacific eight months ago. In 
the past two months, at least, there has 
been a thorough revolution in the route 
taken by freight from California by rail. 
The aggregate volume is about the 
same as at this time last year, the total 
shipments for March, 1881, being 20,- 
933,600 t>s. It is hardly possible that 
the southern routs will be built up at 
the expense of the northern. The dis- 
turbance is probably only local and 
temporary, and is chiefly due to the 
shipments of flour and wheat by the 
southern route—a new element of busi- 
ness. Should this trade become per- 
manent, it will, of course, give the 
southern route a prominence not possi- 
ble at present on the northern route. 


USURIOUS 


All accounts of what all eyes have 


seen go to confirm the conclusion that 
California was never handsomer in field 
and orchard than at the prtsent time. 
The prolonged chill and drouth of the 
early Winter effectually checked vegeta- 
tion, and the landscape was bare and 
dreary. Then aame the rain and the 
warm sunshine, and, as if by magic, the 
green covered the hillsides, the fields 
and the roadsides, and the many hues 
of blooming fruit trees transformed the 
orchards into solid acres of bouquets. 
The Pacific Rural Press says "those 
who have known the country for years 
have pronounced the change, in its rap- 
idity and completeness, the most won- 
derful and beautiful they ever beheld. 
And the State is putting on her best at- 
tire for industry as well as for esthetics. 
The preparations for haying aad har- 
vesting and arrangements to handle the 
orchard and vineyard products art fill- 
ing the time of the workora. The fruit 
rejoices still in immunity from heavy 
frosts, and the grain has escaped pro- 
longed northers, though some blasts of 
short duration have drawn upon the 
moisture. The outlook is a fairly good 
one on the average, and in some re- 
spects most promising. As we write 
the mingled rain drops and sun rays in- 
sure the growing weather which is so 
delightful to the farmer's heart." This 
opinion is confirmed by what the Sacra- 
mento Bee says of the appearance of 
the Capital City. We quote: "Sacra- 
mento to-day can boast of being the 
prettiest city in the State, as she always 
is at this season of the year. The air 
is pure and fresh, the ground is carpet- 
ed with green, the trees are clothed in 
beautiful mantles, the birds are carol- 
ing and all nature smiles her sweetest."

THE POND BILL. 


We have not the space to spare to 


publish the full text of the liquor tax 
bill passed by the Ohio General As- 
sembly and now the law known as the 
Pond Bill, which, it is said, contributed 
largely to the defeat of the Republicans 
in the recent elections held in that 
State. The gist of ths bill is in the first 
two sections which impose conditions 
objectionable to those engaged in the 
traffiic of intoxicating liquors. 
The 


yearly license is increased to range 
from a$100 to $300, and in addition 
thereto a bond in the snai of $1,000 is 
required. 


XCW STATES. 


Among the bi'Js before Congress that, 


when reached, will surely provoke a 
hotly partisan struggle, is that for the 
admission of Dakota as a State. There 
is a great deal of bitterness among the 
Dakotans about this matter, and the 
Democrats will fight against admission 
on strict party grounds. 
<Vashington 


Territory, through its delegate, Mr. 
Brents, is also moving for admission. 
The Eureka Leader says the Democrats 
will oppose that, too. Their main argu- 
ment iu both cases is that these Terri- 
tories have not yet grown to the proper 
stature of States. That is their osten- 
sible argument; the real animus of their 
opposition i? the assumption that Da- 
kota and Washington would, as States, 
cast Republican votes in the Electeral 
College and send four mitre Republi- 
cans to the United States Senate. 


It is interesting in view of the allega- 


tion that these Territories are not large 
enough for admission, to glance at the 
precedents for State making. The Bos- 
too,Traveler furnishes Home interesting 
figures. Illinois was admitted in 1818. 
Her population, as shown by tUa cen- 
sus then last taken, wus 12,282. Mis- 
sissippi, admitted in 1817, had a popu- 
lation, by the preceding census, of 40,- 
352, including the population of Ala- 
bama. Arkansas wus admitted in 1836, 
with 30,338 inhabitants according to the 
census last taken. Oregon's lust census 
before her admission in 1859, guve her 
a population of 13,291, which at tho 
next enumeration had increased to 52,~ 
495. 
Nebraska came in in 1867, and 


the last preceding count gave her 23,- 
840 paople; the next census showed her 
to hivo a population of 122,992. The 
fact is, therefore, that both Dakota and 
Washington Territories have larger pop- 
uliHious tbau the average on which 
Territories have been heretofore ad- 
mitted. Washington Territory accord- 
ing to the census of 1880, contained 
75,120 puople, and its accessions sinoe 
that time have been steady and large. 
Dakota, at tho lost census taking, had a 
population of 135,177, and ber growth 
has been going on by leaps and bounds 
ever since. Still the impression is that 
the bill fc<r the admission of Dakota is 
very likely to fail at this session.

will require the full vn'c »f th" Repub- 
lican side of the SenuU>. .111-1 the vut« of 
President Davis besides.

show the stalwarts that Iowa has faith 
in her old war Governor, above all their 
lordships, but more for the reason that 
he is one of the greatest and grandest 
representatives the Hawkeye State ever 
had.

The New York Herald says the cu» 


torn of eating eggs on E.ister Sunday 
symbolizes the resurrection, and the 
practica of coloring Easter eggs red is 
an allusion to the blood of redemption. 
Th« custom, nowever, dates back to the 
ancient Hindoos Jews, Persians, and 
Egyptians, and it was then symbolical 
of the egg from which, according to 
ancient tradition, the earth itsejf was 
hatched. It may, however, have been 
derived from springing up of new life 
in nature, which is displayed in the 
Easter season. 


Seattle's Prosperity. 


If the business of the local postoffie* 


is any guide, Seattle is growing with 
great rapidity. The sales of stamps 
amounted to $1,250 55 during the quar- 
ter ending September 30, 1881, and to 
$1,549 60 during the quarter ending 
December 30, 1881. During the last 
quarter ending March 31, 1882, the sales 
reached the figures of of $1,767 17 
The county is now finishing a new 
Court-house, aud the city is about to 
erect a $25,000 school house, while the 
street work planned for 1882 cannot be 
dnne for less tban $40,000.

;overnment of which Adams, Jefferson, 
Dtis, Washington and their compeers 
were tho founders, and from their tenac- 
ity and inflexibility of nature, we be- 
iieve they never can become loyal citi- 
zens of the United States. 


THEY HAVE NO INTEREST OB CABE FOB OUB 


NAME, 


Dur honor, our laws, our government, 
or our people. Patriotism, the love of 
iberty, of a Republican form of govern- 
ment, of our free institutions and of our 
country are sentiments to them un- 
tnown.
